Dr. Sih who introduced the establish- 
ment of a nationwide ‘“Stage-Trans- 
portation.” 

After World War II, he was ap- 
pointed charge d’affaires with the min- 
isterial rank of the Chinese in Italy. 
He participated as a member of the 
Chinese delegation to several impor- 
tant post-war international conferences 
including the 1945 London Council of 
Foreign Ministers and the Peace Con- 
ference at Paris in 1946. In 1947, he 
was Chief of the Chinese Delegation 
to the United Nations Special Com- 
mittee on the Balkanx. Arc Rome in 
1948, he developed the close friend- 
ship with Dr. John C. H. Wu which 
was directly instrumental in bringing 
him into the Church that year. He 
came to the United States in 1949 to 
take a post with the Chinese National 
Government in Washington.

Spivak is appearing under the aus- 
pices of the Association of American 
Colleges. He made his North Ameri- 
can debut at New York’s Town Hall 
in 1944 after making extensive con- 
cert tours in Europe, Central and 
South America. The following year 
he gave a concert at Carnegie hall as 
soloist with the Philharmonic Sym- 
phony orchestra. 

He has been on the staff of the 
Spanish summer school and a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Composer’s 
Conference and Chamber Music cen- 
ter at Middlebury college in Vermont 
for the past two years. Spivak has al- 
so held the chair of advanced piano 
and chamber music at the National 
Conservatory of Music and Scenic Art 
in Buenos Aires, the most important 
musical institution in Argentina.
